Immigration Service Figures Show Alien Problem 


Isn't as Bad as Irs Cracked Up to Be 


WASHINGTON - This is the spring of the Big Alien Menace. Various 


bills lo protect the nation from aliens of criminal or revolutionary proclivities 
are pending in Congress, nnd much oratory has been devoted to the subject. 


-O One congressman recently declared 


that 2,500,000 aliens are cluttering up 
the relief rolls. Another assorted that 
the country contains at least 10,000,- 
000 aliens who are cither occupying 
jobs or consuming doles at the ex- 
pense of the citizenry. 


It is a bit hard to get at Ihe facts, 


because nobody knows exactly what 
the alien counl is. But it Is logical 
to suppose that the U. S. Immigration 
Service, knows more about it than 
anyone else. And when you review 
the situalion as thai service sees it 
you gel some surprises. 


The first surprise is that the alien 


problem is rapidly dying of natural 
causes.

LONDON — With varying reactions

IN ENGLAND the masses are re- 


signed to the idea of war sooner 
or later and seem lo be getting almost 


lo tackle "old Hit and 
impatient 
Muss." 


But the classes, fearful for fortunes, 


still hope it can avoided somehow. 
Defense forces are supposed to have 
ironed the kinks out of mobilization 
systems since Munich and are known 
to have been on the alert ever since 
Britain pledged protection (o Po- 
land. 
The navy is best prepared 


for emergencies and could man anti- 
aircraft guns anytime— it's said on a 
few minutes' notice. 


There's a deadly calmness in the 


way the British are knuckling down 
to preparcdnes. Britain is spending 
eight millions a day for armaments, 
one-eight for airplanes alone. She's 
building more battleships than Ger- 
many, Italy and Japan combined. 


Gas masks by the millions are 


handy in homes and offices — even for 
babies. 
Public parks 
have trench 


systems. Conveyances have schedules 
for evacuating cities. 
Ten million 


backyard "steel wigwams" for bomb- 
shelters are being distibuted. Manuals 
of war instruction to citizens wpre 
issued weeks ago. Women are train- 
ed to take over much of the work, 


IN GERMANY, the average man 


doesn't want war but is pessimistic 
over peace prospects. He knows his 
country lias been an armed camp ever 
since 1935; that she has made the 
old idea of mobilization as outmoded 
as the custom of declaring war.

Tolalilitarian Germany', is always 


mobilized, '*Sne *e<ftSr*WJ'estimatM 
800,000 to a million men standing 
ready. She has a highly feared air- 
and 12,000 planes. 
Her war stocks, 


augmented by Czech booty, are said 
to be enormous. 


Under the 4-year plan Field Marshal 


Gocring has united 
the country's 


energies so, that it perhaps far ahead 
of all others in absolute control of 
all planes of life necessary for totali- 
tarian war. Civilians are carefully 
drilled at obligatory four-week air 
raid classes. 
All places employing 


more than 20 men are obliged to have 
"Volkskasmusken," cosling $2 each. 


IN FRANCE the public, while smell- 


ing brimstone in the air, has adopt- 
ed an almost English calm. Those 
who can have made tentative arrang- 
mcnls for evacualing families from 
Paris — then have gone back to dis- 
cussing international politics. 


This contrasts to the deep concern 


evidenced in government quarters 
where conversation runs to new pre- 
paredness efforts. 


Under decree powers which be- 


came effective March 20, Premier 
Duladier has redoubled and systematiz- 
ed the nation's defenses. Much has 
been done in secret, but it is known 
the armed forces have been steadily 
strengthened until now there are 
over a million men under arms ac- 
cording to unofficial estimates. 


By lengthening the work week, 


the production of war materials has 
been stepped up. The figures are un- 
available, but officials hope short- 
ly to double the output of about 100 
planes monthly. 


The mobilization system has been 


revamped to provide quicker marshall- 
ing reserves. Bomb shelters are being 


IN ITALY all classes regard the ap- 


proach of summer with foreboding. 
They have no particular cause for 
European war in mind— icertainly not 
the Albanian occupation, . since they 
say it involves direct interest of no 
mupor power. Rather, they feel the 
heuted international situation may 
simply set itself off in a sort of spon- 
taneous combustion.

Two years ago Dies introduced a 


measure lo revise the deportalion 
laws. 
Under Ihe cxisling statute, 


alien criminals can be deported only 
if, within five years of entry, they 
have been convicted of a crime in- 
volving moral turpitude and have been 
sentenced lo imprisonment of a year 
or more—or if, outside of the five- 
year limit they have more than once 
been so convicted and sentenced. 


Dies' bill would have permitted the 


deportation of any alien convicted of 
a crime involving moral turpitude 
(continent on a finding that the de- 
portation was in the public interest), 
and would have directed the deporta- 
tion of aliens who violated stale 
narcotics laws or were convicted of 
carrying concealed weapons. 


In addition, the Dies bill would have 


given the secretary of labor discre- 
tion to permit deportable aliens lo re- 
main >jri America, in cases -where de- 
portation, was due for purely tcchni- 
<«ttlvrea.8or)s'and^w.Q.ulcT .cause /injustice; 
and hardship'if earned out.

as it shows Congressman Dies, Frances 
Perkins' bitterest critic, engaged in 
piloting through Congress a bill which 
would have revised the deportalion 
laws precisely along the lines Miss 
Perkins desired. But the real comic 
relief comes with the entrance of 
Senator Reynolds. 


Filibuster Twists Fate 


Dies' bill passed the House, and 


came up in the Senate in the closing 
days of the last session. 
Senator 


Reynolds immediately leaped into the 
fray against it, opposnig any extension 
or discretion cases. Ho filibustered 
against the bill so effectively that it 
died. 


And today, says the Immigration 


Service, there are in the country 
20,000 criminal aliens who are not now 
deportable—but who could have been 
deported if the Dies bill had passed, 
as it would have had not Senator 
Reynolds filibustered against it to 
save the country from the alien menace 


These aliens include some choice 


thugs in the racketeer ranks, who could 
have been thrown out if the Dies clause 
relating to carrying concealed weapons 
had been adopted.

Begin Circulating of Peti- 


tions to Call Referen- 


dum on It 


LITTLE ROCK—The newly-organ- 


ized Arkansas Taxpayers association 
will begin circulation of petitions Mon- 
day or Tuesday in an effort to refer 
the 1939 Crawford sales tax law and 
to initiate a proposed consUlulional 
amendment on the sales tax question 
at the 1910 general election, J, C 
Linthicum, association president, said 
late Friday, 


The petitions will 
be 
circulated 


largely from an association sound 
truck which will go Into every county 
in the state, Mr. Linthicum said, The 
truck will be manned by Roy Brown 
of Hot Springs. 


The truck operator will explain fea- 


tures of the proposed sales tax ref- 
erendum at stops before inviting sig- 
natures. 


Petitions to refer the Crawford act 


must be filed with the secretary of 
state on or before June 8. The Craw- 
ford act repealed the expiration clause 
of the 1937 sales tax law. If the cam- 
paign succeeds the act would be in- 
operative until it had been voted on 
in the 1940 general election. The state's 
present sales tax law would expire 
June 30, 


Only six per cent of the signatures 


of voters in the last general election 
will be necessary to refer the law. Ii 
was estimated less than 8,500 signers 
will be necessary. 


Mr. Linthicum said the association 


would haye until September 8, 1940, to 
file petitions to initiate a proposee 
constitutional amendment on the sales 
tax question. Ten per cent of the sig- 
natures of voters in the last general 
election will be necessary to initiate 
a constitutional amendment. 


The association president said coun- 


ty organizations probably would be 
set up later to assist in the repea 
drive, A statewide rally also has been 
suggested.

ICC Investigations Is Lim- 


ited to Manufactured 


Articles 


WASHINGTON-W-A senate sub- 


commillee approved Friday a compro- 
mise resolution seeking the remocal 
of what Southern legislators termed 
"discriminations" in railroad freight 
rates. The group, headed by Senator 
Hill (Dem., Ala.), submitted the maes- 
ure to the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mittee for possible inclusion in the ad- 
ministration's general transportation 
bill. 


The compromise, designed to re- 


move objections raised against prev- 
ious freight rate legislation, would di- 
rect the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission to investigate existing rail 
charges and to eliminate any unlaw- 
ful discrimination. Another seclion 
would prohibit carriers from fixing 
"undue or unreasonable" rates to the 
advantage or disadvantage of any ter- 
ritory, shipper, or specific commodity. 


The I. C. C. would be permitted to 


limit its investigation to the rates on 
manufactured articles. Some witness- 
es had marned house and senate com- 
mittees against upsetting existing lev- 
els on agricultural commodities.

There's a deadly calmness in the 


way the British arc knuckling down 
lo preparedncs. Britain is spending 
eight millions a day for armaments, 
one-eight for airplanes alone. She's 
building more battleships than Ger- 
many, Italy and Japan combined. 


Gas masks by the millions are 


handy in homes and offices—even for 
babies. 
Public parks have trench 


systems. Conveyances have schedules 
for cvacualing cities. 
Ten million 


backyard "steel wigwams" for bomb- 
shelters are being distibulcd. Manuals 
"of war instruction to citizens were 
issued weeks ago. Women are train- 
ed to take over much of the work. 


IN GERMANY the average man 


docsn'l wanl war but is pessimistic 
over peace prospects. Ho knows his 
counlry lias been an armed camp ever 
since 1935; lhat she has made the 
old idea of mobilization as outmoded 
as the custom of declaring war. 


Tolatilitarian Germany;, is always 


mobilized. :-^he ^eSp's^^^eslm1 '""' 
800,000 to a million men standing 
ready. She has a highly feared air- 
and 12,000 planes. 
Her war stocks, 


augmented by Czech booty, are said 
to be enormous. 


Under the 4-year plan Field Marshal 


Goering has united the country's 
energies so^that it perhaps far ahead 
of all others in absolute control ol 
all planes of life necessary for totali- 
tarian war. Civilians arc carefully 
drilled at obligatory four-week air 
raid classes. 
All places employing 


more than 20 men are obliged to have

IN FRANCE the public, while smell- 


ing brimstone in the air, has adopt- 
ed an almost English calm. Those 
who can have made tcnlative nrrang- 
ments for evacuating families from 
Paris—then have gone back to dis- 
cussing international politics.

amendment on the sales tax question

in the stale, Mr, Linthieum said. The 
truck will be manned by Roy Brown 
of Hot Springs, 


The truck operator will explain fea- 


tures of Ihe proposed sales tax ref- 
erendum at stops before inviting sig- 
natures. 


Petitions to refer the Crawford act 


must be filed with the secretary of 
state on or before June 8. The Craw- 
ford act repealed the expiration clause 
of the 1937 sales tax law. If the cam- 
paign succeeds the act would be in- 
operative until it had been voted on 
in the 1940 general election. The state's 
present sales tax law would expire 
June 30. 


Only six per cenj of the signatures 


of voters in the last general election 
will be necessary to refer the law. It 
was estimated less than 8,500 signers 
will be necessary, 


Mr. Linthieum said the association 


would have until September 8, 1940, to 
file petitions to initiate a proposed 
constitutional amendment on the sales 
tax question.

Czechoslovakia, whcrc-as now, Polish 
ambitions for Czech territory have 
been realized* 


As long as Czechoslovakia was a 


member of the little Entente (Czecho- 
slovakia, Yugoslavia and Rumania), 
Poland would not deal with the na- 
ttons in the alliance; but now with 
Czechoslovakia gone, she could co- 
operate in a crisis if she wanted to. 


5. As Hitler marches further east- 


ward he comes closer and closer to 
Russia, the big puralc in the game of 
power politics. The 
British have 


wondered whether the Russians plan 
to let the totalitarian stales and the 
democracies have it out, and stand on 
the sidelines nnd laugh.
